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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of prior art teaches a portable speaker unit that comprises a speaker driver, a first 
affixed cylindrical ring having a top being affixed or coupled to the speaker driver, a base plate 
configured in parallel with the speaker driver, a second cylindrical ring having a bottom being 
affixed to the base plate, and one or more interposed unaffixed cylindrical rings, as specifically 
constructed in claims 1,12 and 17, wherein in a first expanded state the sidewalls of adjacent 
rings form finctional seals and the speaker driver, the base plate and the one or more interposed 
unaffixed cylindrical rings form a substantially airtight rigid chamber that has a height 
substantially equal to the sum of the sidewalls heights of the cylindrical rings, and wherein in an 
unexpanded state the sidewalls of the cylindrical rings are substantially parallel to one another.
